Still strong 
in diocese

Devotions, rosaries and other spiritual 
practices perhaps associated more with 
the days before the Second Vatican 
Council still have a place in the diocese. 


Some parishes offer rosaries, 
benediction and other devotions year- 
round. Many parishes did something 
special this May, the month of Mary. 


ST. PETER parish in Fallbrook and 
St. Mary Church in National City offer a 
devotion to Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
year-round. 


At Saint Mary’s, adoration of the 
blessed sacrament starts every Tuesday 
after the 8 a.m. Mass. At 7:30 the 
adoration is replaced by recitation of a 
novena to Our Lady of Perpetual Help. 
The novena, one of several written by 
Redemptorist Fathers, ‘‘speaks to the 
family,’’ Richard Irvine, parish 
secretary, said. 


“More and more people of Filipino 
descent are coming in to our parish and 
they have a great devotion to these types 
of spiritual exercises,’’ Irvine said.

MONTCLAIR, N.J. (NC) — The 350th anniversary 
version of the Oberammergau Passion Play shows some 
“Smprovements’” but still carries an emotional anti-Jewish 
impact, according to Eva Fleischner, a Catholic specialist in 
Christian-Jewish relations who viewed the play’s opening 
performance in West Germany May 21. 


“I was absolutely wiped out,”’ she said. ‘‘Sitting there beside 
Jews, I thought this is how pogroms have been unleashed over 
the centuries.”’ 


MS. FLEISCHNER is a professor in the combined 
philosophy and religion department of Montclair State College 
and a member of the advisory board of the Secretariat for 
Catholic-Jewish Relations of the National Conference of 


Catholic Bishops. She went to Oberammergau, a Bavarian 
village near Munich, West Germany, as part of a delegation 
from the American Jewish Committee. 


Ms. Fleischner said she was “‘pleasantly surprised’’ by the 
prologues in which groups speak somewhat in the manner of the 
chorus in ancient Greek drama, presenting the correct 
theological view that all humanity is responsible for the 
Crucifixion. 

“But these texts are undone by what you see later,’’ she said. 
“*The Jews are shown as bloodthirsty villains.”’ 

LIKEWISE, SHE said, only the villains in the drama are 
presented as Jews. ‘“There is nothing that shows Jesus as a 


Jew.”’

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Pope’s Swiss visit will emphasize Christian unity

VATICAN CITY. (NC) — There is a strong 
ecumenical note in the papal visit to Switzerland, a center 
of the Protestant Reformation, June 12-17. 

Pope John Paul II has scheduled visits to the World 
Council of Churches and with Protestant and Orthodox 
groups. He also plans a talk with leaders of Switzerland’s 
Jewish community. 

IN CONTRAST to the trip’s tone of religious 
harmony, however, the country’s Catholic bishops have 
noted that ‘‘sensitive and painful’’ divisions still remain 
between the nation’s Catholics and Protestants. 


The pope is scheduled to meet the Rev.: Philip Potter, 
leader of the World Council of Churches, on June 12 at 
the WCC headquarters in Geneva. The pope had 
originally planned to visit the WCC in 1981, but an 


attempt on his life interrupted the plan. 


Pope John Paul has encouraged the WCC’s ecumenical 
work. In conjunction with the Geneva meeting, Cardinal 
Johannes Willebrands, head of the Vatican Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity, is expected to read a 
Catholic-WCC statement on common witness. 

THE WCC represents 300 Protestant, Orthodox and 
Anglican churches with more than 386 million members 
in 100 countries. 

After the session with Mr. Potter, the pope’s itinerary 
takes him to the Orthodox Center at Chambesy. The 
center was opened by the Orthodox patriarchate in 1966 
to increase understanding of the Orthodox Church and to 
encourage ecumenism. 

On June 13, the pope travels to Fribourg to meet with 
representatives of the Swiss Jewish community. Swiss 


Jews comprise only three-tenths of one percent of the 
country’s 6.3 million population. 


FRIBOURG, A center of Swiss Catholicism, is the site 
of the Cathedral of St. Nicholas von Flue, named after 
Switzerland’s national saint. There are more than 3.1 
million Swiss Catholics. 

On June 14 the pope will visit the ecumenical center at 
Kehrsatz, a village a few miles from Bern, where he plans 
to meet the Council of the Swiss Evangelical Church 
Union. The council represents the Reformed Church, 
which ‘includes most of Switzerland’s 2.8 million 
Protestants. 

Although the papal visit emphasizes interreligious 
harmony, tensions between Catholics and other Christian 
groups still exist in the country. Catholics form 49 percent

A united Ireland is as much a concern 
to Irish-Americans as it is on both sides of 
the troubled border that divides the 26 
counties of the Irish Republic, largely 
Roman Catholic, from the six counties of 
British-ruled Northern Ireland, with its 
two-to-one Protestant majority. 


What is popularly portrayed as a 
religious issue is really a ‘‘sectarian 
conflict — they are not fighting about 
dogma,”’’ notes Patrick D. Harte, deputy 
from Donegal in the Dail Eireann, the 
Irish parliament in Dublin. 


HARTE, A leading member of Prime 
Minister Garret FitzGerald’s ruling Fine 
Gael party, recently attended a meeting 
of the Irish Unity Congress in San 
Antonio, Tex. Before returning to 
Ireland, he visited several West Coast 
cities, including San Diego, where he was 
sharply ~ critical of Irish governments 
which, he says, have in the past left Irish- 
Americans in a. ‘“‘political vacuum’’ 
regarding the unification of Ireland and 
their support of groups such as Northern 
Irish Aid. 


NORAID, charge the British, U.S. 
and Irish governments, is a front for the 
purchase and shipment of arms and 
ammunition to Irish Republican Army 
guerrillas fighting the British in Northern 
Ireland; supporters say NORAID funds 
go to the families of Irish Nationalists 
unjustly imprisoned as terrorists by the

Ireland’s Roman Catholic bishops have 
been caught in the middle, and even the 
U.S. bishops have shared in the dilemma: 
Some have seen in their condemnation of 
NORAID a tacit approval of the British 
presence in Northern Ireland and a 
disregard for the rights of the Catholic 
minority in Ulster; meanwhile NORAID

“I’M AGAINST the British presence. 
What I want is Irishmen to govern 
Ireland. I can’t see the British being put 
out of Ireland, but they won’t go in 
advance of a solution,’’ Harte told 
Southern Cross. ‘“‘One of the things IRA 
violence is doing is making the British 
Army very professional.’’

ESCONDIDO — A little over 10 years ago Gary and 
Pat Krumweide felt no ‘‘excitement’’ or ‘‘enthusiasm’”’ 
about their faith. They went to church regularly because 
‘it was a good image for our kids,’’ Pat said. 


That all changed about 10 years ago when they went on 
a Marriage Encounter weekend. The Krumweides 
became involved in many areas of the Church, especially 
marriage preparation programs; they’ve readied about 
1,000 couples for the sacrament. 


AFTER THE Marriage Encounter, ‘“There'was a real 
desire to go to church...I didn’t just want to be a 
bystander,’’ Pat remembered. ‘“The Church is really the 
center of our lives in one way or another.”’ 


Now, ‘‘That’s our life,’” Gary said of the Church. All 
their friends are Catholic and most of their activities are 


for the Church, he added. 


The two met when she was 13 and he was 15. Both were 
Catholic, but Pat had not gone to church much since her 
_ baptism. ‘‘I’m sure if I hadn’t met Gary I’d never have 
gone to church,”’ she said.

The Marriage Encounter experience convinced the 
Krumweides that they had been living as ‘‘married 
singles.’” They decided to share their concerns and 
involvements and chose the Church as the focus of their 
efforts. 


THEY IMMEDIATELY began helping with pre- 
marriage programs: Pre-Cana, Engaged Encounters and 
Evenings for the Engaged. The couple still helps at six or 
seven Engaged Encounters and conducts three sessions a 
year of Evenings for the Engaged. 


Being Catholic affects the Krumweide’s lives in 
practical ways. Decision-making for them involves fact- 
gathering, praying and eyeing the impact it will have on 
the whole family. 

““We really believe the Father will show us what to do,”’ 
Pat said. It was a difficult, but essentially peace-filled 
decision, when they moved from Clairemont and St. 
Catherine Laboure parish, where they had found a sense 
of belonging.

Mulling over, and beyond 


In 1963, J.M. Cameron, a distinguished British philosopher 
and convert to Catholicism, complained to the British magazine 
Blackfriars that American Catholics (including, I assume the 
U.S. bishops) had adjusted much too uncritically to the so-called 
American way of life. 


More specifically, Cameron charged that on the issue of 
nuclear deterrence, the structure of American capitalism, the 
distribution of social power and the values of material affluence, 
““the mass of American Catholics are wholly at one with their 
fellow citizens.’’ It is just not true, he said, that “‘the separate 
Catholic educational system as such produces a self-conscious 
minority culturally different-from the rest of American society. 


Well, time marches on. Twenty years later the American 
bishops are being severely criticized for allegedly undermining 
the so-called American way of life by openly challenging U.S. 
policy on nuclear deterrence. In a recent issue of ‘“The New 
York Review of Books,’’ Cameron himself gave extremely high 
marks on this score to the bishops for their war and peace 
pastoral. 

It is well-known that the U.S. bishops are now preparing a 
second major pastoral — this one on Catholic social teaching and 
the U.S. economy. It is too early to tell what this document will 
say about the structure of American capitalism, the distribution 
of social power and the values of American affluence. One can 
safely assume, however, that in certain key respects the pastoral 
will challenge what Cameron, in 1963, called the ‘‘prejudices of 
American society.”’ 


In fact, we are already being warned prematurely by 
clairvoyant defenders of the American system that the bishops 
will come out in favor of ‘‘socialism.’? That’s nonsense, of 
course. 

It remains to be seen whether or not Cameron will rate the 
second pastoral as highly as he rated the war and peace 
document. In any event, I am sure he is pleased that the bishops 
are at least raising ethical questions about the American 
economic system and are not settling uncritically for the so-called 
American way of life. 


So much for what the bishops are likely to say, or not say, 
about the U.S. economy. But what about the ‘‘mass of American 
Catholics?’’ Will they agree with the bishops? Some will, no 
doubt, and some will not. 


I am more interested at this point in Cameron’s 1963 assertion 
that not only Americn Catholics but Catholics generally are 
lagging behind in the field of social reform because they have 
been guilty too long of vague moralizing and have not succeeded 
in reducing the social teaching of the church to practical cases. 


According to Cameron there was ‘‘much mulling over an ill- 
defined doctrine sometimes known as ‘the social teaching of the 
church,’ a mulling over which has no political consequences 
whatever, for the doctrines considered remain at a high level of 
generality so that quite opposite lines of policy seem equally 
compatible with them.”’ 


That certainly isn’t the last word on the status of Catholic 
social theory either here or in other parts of the world. 
Nevertheless it is an interesting point and one which can be 
profitably discussed by clergy and laity alike in the United States. 

For the moment, suffice it to say that unless American 
Catholicism allocates more of its personnel and resources to high- 
level research in the social sciences and in Catholic social theory, 
there is not much likelihood that we will ever get beyond the 
‘‘mulling over” stage.

Supporters of legal abortion proposed 
new legislation in the House May 30 to 
restore federal funding for abortions for 
poor women, federal workers, military 
employees and other groups covered by 
federal health programs. 


‘‘We’re trying to repeal all the current 
federal restrictions on use of federal funds 
for abortion,’’ said Rep. Bill Green, 
R-N.Y., one of the sponsors of the 
legislation, called the Reproductive 
Health Equity Act. 


Green said backers of the legislation 
want to enact a permanent end to federal 
abortion funding restrictions rather than 
fighting the attachment of anti-abortion 
amendments to annual appropriations 
bills. 


Backers of the funding legislation said 
they see little chance of its passage this 
year but expect it to succeed in the future. 


Green and a colleague, Rep. Vic Fazio, 
D-Calif., joined at a news conference by 
representatives of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America, 
Religious Coalition for Abortion Rights, 
American Federation of Government 
Employees, National Abortion Rights 
Action .League and American Civil 
Liberties Union, described’ abortion 
funding as a matter of right and equity. 


Although the Supreme Court has 
upheld the right to an abortion, ‘“‘that 
right today does not exist’’ for women 
dependent on federal health care or 
insurance programs, Fazio said. ‘‘Equity 
under the law has been denied and 


abridged.”’ 


Men and women covered by the 
restrictions, commonly known as the 
Hyde amendment after its chief sponsor, 
Rep. Henry Hyde, R-Ill., include 9.5 
million federal workers, 11 million 
defense employees and dependents, 22 


- million Medicaid recipients and 900,000 


American Indians, Fazio said. 


“The Hyde amendment, in whatever 
form it has taken, can be seen as nothing 
less than political tyranny — government 
usurping the power of the individual to 
make: private, moral decisions,’’ said 
Fredrica F. Hodges, executive director of 
the Religious Coalition for Abortion 
Rights, representing church and 
synagogue groups backing legal abortion. 

Fazio, who said he does not want to 
base the pro- and anti-abortion debate on 


. economic arguments, nonetheless said 


that abortion is cheaper than carrying a 
child to term. He estimated the cost of a 
full-term pregnancy as $2,300 and the 
cost of an early-term abortion at $200. 


Green said that the “‘foes of choice’’ on 
abortion ‘‘did what they are entitled to 
do’’ in trying to stop abortions by cutting 
off funds, going to court, and using other 
governmental processes. However, in 
light of the Supreme Court’s rulings on 
legal abortion and the Senate’s refusal to 
pass the anti-abortion Hatch amendment 
to the Constitution, ‘‘that avenue is now 
closed,’’ Green said. 


Fazio said it was time for abortion 
supporters to go on the offensive and 
bring the issue to the attention of the 
public and Congress. 


Douglas Johnson, legislative director of 
the National Right to Life Committee, 
said he hoped the bill would be rapidly 
brought to the House floor so it could be 
amended by abortion opponents and 
transformed ‘‘into a permanent 
government-wide prohibition on abortion 
funding except to save the life of the 
mother.”’ 


Among the 48 sponsors and co- 
sponsors of the bill as of May 30 were 
several Catholics: Rep. Geraldine 
Ferraro, D-N.Y., who is often mentioned 
as a potential vice presidential candidate, 
and Reps. Mickey Leland, D-Texas, Ed 
Markey, D-Mass., Matthew Martinez, 
D-Calif., Barbara Mikulski, D-Md., 
George Miller, D-Calif., and Charles 
Rangel, D-N.Y.

‘Freedom, not license’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The mass media often confuses 
freedom with license, said Pope John Paul II in his message for 
the 17th annual World Day of Social Communications. 


“Unfortunately in our time the mass media are very often 
used against man,’’ the pope said. In many countries, he added, 
“‘freedom of expression is confused with license.’ 


The pope called on regulatory bodies to correct abuses in the 


mass media. 


‘“The same public power which is rightly interested in the 
physical health of its citizens has a duty to provide with diligence, 
through promulgation of laws and their effective application, to 
see to it that there be no grave damage to public morality,”’ the 
pope said. 

The pope also told members of the communications industry 
to ‘‘always be inspired by the criteria of truth and justice.’’ 


“Do not corrupt society, especially young people, by 
complacent and insistent repetition of evil, of violence, and 
denigration of morality, carrying out works of ideological 
manipulation, planting seeds of division,’’ the pope said. ‘““Do 
not mock human values, do not ignore them, do not interpret 
them according to ideological schemes,’’ he added. 


The pope also cited the power of the mass media for spreading 
the Gospel, especially when used for catechetics. 


The pope added, however, that those who use mass media to 


spread the Gospel should ‘‘have the necessary professional - 


competence and feel a responsibility to transmit the Gospel 
message in its purity and integrity, not confusing divine doctrine 
with the opinions of men.’’

Love your enemy 


Sunday, May 20th, was a day of interesting contrasts for me. 
As a part-time instructor in religious studies at the University of 
San Diego, I attended the commencement exercises at USD in 
the morning. That evening, as chairman of the Diocesan 
Commission for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, I 
participated in an ecumenical worship service in observance of 
“*Peace and Justice Sunday’”’ at University Christian Church. 


During the USD graduation, I watched Senator Pete Wilson 
(San Diego’s former mayor) receive an honorary doctorate and I 
listened to him tell of his experiences as a member of the Senate 
Armed Forces Committee. In his commencement address, the 
Senator warned of the continued threat of Soviet militarism and 
called for a renewed commitment on the part of the United States 
to maintain a strong defense against Communist expansionism 
worldwide. 


After the ceremony, I wondered if a university graduation is 
the best place for a political speech, especially with nearly a 
thousand graduates waiting to receive their diplomas. And it 
struck me as somewhat unfortunate that ‘‘saber-rattling’’ had 
crept into the day’s festivities. As our nuclear ‘“‘sabers’’ are 
multiplied and made increasingly destructive, ‘‘saber-rattling’’ 
becomes dreadfully dangerous. 


Later, at the ecumenical worship-service on ‘“‘Peace and 
Justice Sunday,’’ I was encouraged by the message delivered by 
Dr. Eric Weingartner, Executive Secretary of the Commission 
on Human Rights of the World Council of Churches. Coming 
from Geneva for the service, he spoke on ‘‘loving your enemy in 
the nuclear age,’’ and warned of the nuclear arms race which has 
brought to the world a new ‘“‘balance of terror’ and the threat of 
“‘biocide.’’ He called on Christians not to deny that we have 
enemies, but to ‘‘love your enemy because he is your neighbor.”’ 


Earlier in the day I wished that I had not been scheduled to 
attend two rather lengthy services with speeches. That night, I 
was pleased that I had participated in ‘‘Peace and Justice 
Sunday”’ at University Christian Church.

Uncommon human decencies 


When one has some experience of what is called the 
Third World and the kind of conditions under which 
many of its people live, it is often interesting and a little 
strange to hear comments from a Western point of view. 
Things which may be common enough to be accepted 
without too much reaction in poorer, less hygienic parts of 
the world may seem appallingly difficult and shocking to 
us who live in places like the United States. 


Two comments heard recently gave me pause and set 
me reflecting on the different ways we view circumstances 
from one end of the world to the other. One was a remark 
made about Mother Teresa’s band of Sisters and the 
other about Mother Teresa herself. ‘‘What impresses me 
most,’’ said a young volunteer co-worker, ‘‘is the nuns’ 
ability to go into: situations where ugliness and stink 
abound, where babies have not been washed and sickness 
festers, and they rise above any physical revulsion.’’ The 
other remark was from a minister who asked, ‘‘Can you 
imagine what it must be like to serve as Mother Teresa 
does when she, as we have beeen told, will tend to sick 
people and even swab maggot-ridden wounds herself? 
What heroism!’’ 


IT MADE me smile a little because I am very sure that 
the Sisters of Charity would consider these things as the 
very least of their efforts. and so commonplace and 
necessary as to need no comment whatever. I smiled, too, 
because I remembered myself — an eighteen-year-old 
idealist with dreams of ministering to the entire globe — 
smiling and chatting through the appalling stench of a

putrid carcinoma ulcer as I swabbed a colony of well-fed 
maggots from the gaping wound, in an African hospital 
many, many years ago. 


It was not by any remote reasoning an act of heroism, 
but one of simple human decency. I don’t think anyone 
would deny the initial recoil at first sight of such a 
condition, but for a nurse, it is important that this 
reaction should not be communicated to the patient. For a 
human being, ordinary compassion and consideration for 
the suffering person should be enough to propel one 
beyond one’s own feelings. 


For a Christian, of course, there is a great deal more. If 
we are doing what we are doing, not for ourselves but in 
obedience to Christ’s call to care for His people, ‘Feed 
my sheep,”’ and love one another as He has loved us, then 
we would be far more aware of the person in whose body 
this frightful thing has happened than of the horror itself. 


- IT IS VERY possible that most — if not all — of 
Mother Teresa’s nursing Sisters have long since passed 
beyond that subjective recoil and perform their loving 
service without much thought of those aspects that seem 
so appalling to New World admirers! Their attention to a 
‘suffering person could quite readily overcome any 
personal reaction. And then, one really can become used 
to even the most improbable things in time and 
familiarity. 
To say this is not to diminish in any way the wonderful 
work the Sisters perform nor to question their strength of 
faith and character. Indeed, I don’t think it possible to do 


so — their actions and lifestyle speak so much more 
powerfully to the contrary. Their heroism lies in other 
areas, primarily in giving of themselves with a 
completeness and single-mindedness that is rare in our 
age of self-absorption and pleasure-seeking. It is not so 
much what they do as why they do it that imbues it with 
heroic impact. 


Perhaps we in the West are becoming rather too 
refined, rather too protected. Perhaps, in our isolation 
from the kind of suffering and privation in which most of 
our world exists, we are drawing inward towards 
ourselves too much and thinning the great power of 
compassion we have been gifted with, so that we 
concentrate more on a condition than the person whose 
condition it is. 


BUT ON THE other hand, it is good to be appalled 
and shocked and outraged by conditions which subject 
human beings to life-threatening situations. It is good to 
hold to a norm of cleanliness and hygiene and supportive 
technology and the belief that everyone has a right to 
decent living standards and care. There is nothing wrong 
in being revolted by human pain or degradation, as long 
as we do not recoil from the people affected. 


God does not ask us to be more than human — after all, 
our humanness is very much of Him — but He does ask 
us to love enough to transcend our lesser human 
elements. 


And under the eye, bingo 


Someone phoned me yesterday and asked if I wouldn’t 
please write a column in support of parishes getting into 
- Poker Nights as a way to stay out of debt. 


“T don’t think so,’’ I said. ‘‘I don’t even like bingo in 
our churches.”’ ; é 


THERE WAS a long silence and then she responded, 
“But our church couldn’t survive without bingo.”’ 

She may be right. But that doesn’t mean I’m going to 
support it. I realize that some parishes like hers have 
become dependent on bingo for economic survival but I 
have also visited too many parishes in all income 
categories who flourish without bingo to believe that our 
church can’t exist without it. 


Bingo is a little like a parish welfare check. Parishes 
- don’t like to be on it but they’re dependent on it for their 
programs. Like lifelong welfare recipients, they lose the 
initiative and courage to find any other livelihood. 


I KNOW of parishes that are known more for bingo 
than for ministry. The bingo sign out front is larger than 
the name of the parish. I have met people — Catholics — 
on the bingo circuit who haven’t been to Mass in years 
but can tell you the name, address, and ‘first card’ time of 
every parish bingo operation in the city as well as the 
quality of the food and the jackpot of the evening. 


The Sacred Liturgy

My observations are mine alone, unsubstantiated by 
research, but for what they’re worth, here is how I 
observe parish bingo. 


e Parishioners don’t like to ‘‘work’’ bingo. They 
complain about the atmosphere, the smoke, the players, 
and the pressure on them to volunteer. Some don’t allow 
their children to come near the place because they feel it is 
unwholesome. Yet they support it by their presence. 


Why? 


e Parishioners who work bingo are contemptuous of 
the players. They complain about the addiction, the 
unsavoriness of the participants, the professional players 
and those who spend their paychecks in search of a 
jackpot. 


What are they doing to love these people? Setting up 
other parish structures to meet their social needs? Inviting 
them to their homes and their parish community? Taking 
names of those who blow their paychecks so they can take 
their families food the following day? 


MY FEELING is that anybody worthy to drop money 
in the parish coffers through bingo or anything else is also 
worthy of ministry. Why not require the names and 
addresses of each player and follow them up as potential 
parishioners to love and convert, not to bleed and 


_ denigrate? 


© We justify bingo because it builds community. ‘‘It’s 
harmless. People like to get together and play,’’ we hear. 
Fine. Laudable. Then why $1,000 jackpots? Let’s offer 
crocheted doilies, free sandwiches, or a pass at next 


Sunday’s collection basket as prizes. If people are playing 
_ for community, that’s all they need for prizes. © 


© Bingo isn’t perceived as parish ministry even though 
some parishes call it ministry. If we’re serious about our 
purpose of parish as locus of ministry above all else, then 
we’ll use every opportunity to tell people Jesus loves them 
and gave his life for them. 


How many parishes do this on bingo night? Do we ever 
have a prayer to open the games? A homily at 
intermission? Benediction at closing? Do we ever use 
bingo to fulfill our goal of bringing others to God? If 
anybody does this in their parish, I’d love to hear from 
them. : 


These are the reasons I question bingo, not whether it’s 
moral or immoral. Parish is community — that’s what 
we’re all about. If bingo or anything else brings people 
closer to each other because they share a love of God, then 
it’s worthy. If it doesn’t, then it’s merely a business 
enterprise, like poker parlors. 


Going public at Pentecost 


At one time in the practice of the Church the tall 
paschal candle, symbol of the risen Christ, was removed 
from the sanctuary after the gospel. on Ascension 
Thursday. The purpose of this practice was to show that 
Christ had left this world for heaven. Now the paschal 
candle remains until Pentecost in order to symbolize that 
Pentecost concludes the Easter season. More importantly 
Pentecost completes and manifests the meaning of Easter- 


In the world of business when a company ‘“‘goes 
public,”’ it puts its stock on sale. Those members of the 
public who choose to purchase stock became partial 
owners, and the company is ‘no longer private. 
Stockholders may rightly speak of the company no longer 
as ‘‘they’’ but as ‘‘we.’’ In the world of religion the 
Church went public on Pentecost Sunday. 


PEOPLE CANNOT buy stock in the Church, but the 
‘‘they’’ becomes ‘‘we’’ by the gift of life which is freely 
given to us in the sacrament of baptism. To understand 
further the meaning of the liturgical feast of Pentecost, 
which occurs this Sunday, June 10, it is helpful to 
consider some comparisons. 


We celebrate the birth of Jesus at Christmas, and on 
the feast of the Epiphany we see Him manifested as savior 
of the world. Epiphany, so to speak, makes public what 
happened at Christmas. In somewhat the same way, we 
celebrate the birth of Church within the reality of the 
paschal mystery, the death and resurrection of Jesus. At 
Pentecost we see the Church made public as the 
mystical body of Christ. Pentecost is to Easter what 
Epiphany is to Christmas. 


We ourselves were born as members of the Church by 
means of baptism, a sacrament. which is our initital 
sharing in the death and resurrection of Jesus, the paschal 
mystery. St. Paul writes, ‘‘Are you not aware that we who 
were baptized into Christ Jesus were baptized into his 
death? Through baptism into his death we were buried 
with him, so that, just as Christ was raised from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, we too might live a new life’’ 
(Romans 6:3F). 


THEN WE went public, so to speak, by means of the 
sacrament of confirmation as witnesses of our faith, and 
we were directed toward sharing in responsibility for the 


salvation of the world. We were led to the apostolate by 
confirmation as by baptism we were led to the liturgy. 


Our baptism was our Easter and our confirmation was 
our Pentecost. The actual dates of our baptism and 
confirmation may not coincide~each year with these 
respective feasts, but in a fuller sense each Easter is the 
anniversary of our baptism and each Pentecost is the 
anniversary of our confirmation. 


But we should never think as Catholics in 
individualistic terms in this matter. The fact is that Easter 
is the anniversary of the birth of the entire Church and 
Pentecost is the anniversary of the Epiphany of the entire 


Church. 


IN A DEATH that He freely accepted Jesus opened 
His arms on the cross to embrace all of mankind. The 
Church, His mystical body, was manifested before the 
world with open arms at Pentecost. Those arms remain 
open today for all who would enter their embrace.

the woman in the stadium. There

On the other hand, we don’t 
know very much about the years 
Jesus spent living at home with 
Joseph and Mary. But it is safe to 
say that, as in any family — or 
baseball game — there were long 
periods that could be described 
as routine. Mary washed the 
clothes, cooked the meals and 
cleaned the house. She no doubt 
played children’s games with her 
son and taught him the ways of 
the world. 

It’s hard to imagine what went 
through Mary’s mind as she wat- 
ched Jesus growing up. We do 
know that she didn’t fully 
understand all that was hap- 
pening and probably just 
hoped for the best.

The pain Mary felt as she ¢ 
watched her son die on 
the cross must have 
been overwhelming. / 
To her, this was :

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The woman of the Magnificat

Contemporary women can find 
in Mary a fitting model for their 
20th-century lives, said Bishop 
Matthew Clark of Rochester, 

N.Y., in an April 1982 pastoral 
letter on women. 

Many Catholic feminists today 
are turning to Mary in their 
search for a “‘strong, caring 
model, a woman faithful to 
herself and to the church,” noted 
Sister of Mercy Patricia Smith. 

But Mary can’t be restricted to 
women alone, Sister Smith said 
in an interview. Mary is a ‘““‘model 
for all faithful men and women.”’ 
Sister Smith teaches theology at 
St. Mary’s Seminary and Universi- 
ty in Baltimore, Md. 

In his pastoral letter, Bishop 
Clark said that when Mary’s 
“place in the life and continued 
ministry of the church is 
recognized and understood, the 
place of all women in the church 
is assured.’’ Women, he said, are 
“integral co-workers, as necessary 
to the incarnation of Christ in 
our world as Mary was to the 
first incarnation.” 

Both Bishop Clark and Sister 
Smith regarded Mary as a woman 
of action and strength. “There is 
nothing vapid or sentimental 
about her,”’ said the bishop. ““She 
is a woman with her feet planted ~ 


firmly on the earth.” 

Mary shows us “‘what it is to 
be Christian: to believe in God 
— to stand firm — to serve 
others. She heard the word of 
God and acted on it,” said Sister 
Smith. 

In response to student re- 
quests, Sister Smith developed a 
popular course on Mary. 

Often the Mercy Sister finds 
that people’s ‘‘understanding of 
Mary has a lot to do with their 
understanding of God.’’ Those 
who view God as one who calls 
human beings to cooperate with 
him in his work in the world are 
likely to think of Mary in this 
light too. They look at the An- 
nunciation, for instance, and see 
a woman cooperating with God 
in that work, Sister Smith said. 

She added that Mary keeps us 
“rooted in history.’”’ Because 
Mary is a woman who bore a 
son, she keeps us “‘from believ- 
ing in a totally spiritualized 
Christ.”’ 

The Scriptures present Mary as 
“a woman of her time, the wife 
of a poor working man, the 
mother of a wandering rabbi,” 
Sister Smith said. 

Mary aligns herself most clearly 
with the poor and the oppressed 
in her song, ‘““The Magnificat,”’ 
Sister Smith said in an article she 
wrote for the November- 
December 1983 issue of the_ 


magazine, Today’s Parish. ~ 

“Mary could hear the cry of 
the poor and proclaim it so elo- 
quently because she was one of 
them,’ Sister Smith wrote. The 
Magnificat, she suggested, is 
Mary’s public acknowledgement 
of the call to work for justice. 

For Mary, doing justice meant 
“treating all with dignity and 
respect, because all were made in 
the image of God,” she added. 

“It has ever been the task of 
the church to let the questions of 
the day challenge and deepen her 
understanding,’ Bishop Clark 
pointed out in his pastoral letter. 
In today’s world, a proper 
understanding of Mary’s role and 
that of women might mean tak- 
ing a fresh look at the way 
women participate in the church, 
he suggested. 

He called for an ongoing 
dialogue in his diocese and in the 
church to find creative ways for 
women to participate more fully 
in the life of the church. 

“It is this kind of dialogue bet- 
ween believers and their 
culture...which under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit keeps 
us growing toward the full 
stature of Christ,’’ he concluded.

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A double-edged sword

Imitate Mary. Is that realistic 
advice? 

Consider these points: A man 
cannot imitate her motherhood; a 
woman cannot imitate her 
virginal motherhood. No one can 
imitate her Immaculate Concep- 
tion, which was a completely 
free and extraordinary gift from 
God. 

What then? In his theological 
portrait of Mary, Luke highlights 
her role as the first Christian 
disciple. — 

She heard the word of God 
and kept it. That can be imitated. 

Mary was chosen to be the 
mother of God’s son because she 
was the “highly favored 
daughter’’ (Luke 1), the object of 
God’s love. It was not because of 
special merit on her part. 

Like all Christians, all Mary 
could contribute was her free ac- 
ceptance of God’s favor. She did 
that in spite of the fact that she 
was ‘“‘deeply troubled’’ and did 
not understand the implications 
of what was happening to her, or 
what God had in store for her. 

~  Mary’s response in Luke’s first 


chapter was that of a model 
disciple: “I am the servant of the 
Lord. Let it be done to me as 
you say.”’. 

Then, still in Luke’s first 
chapter, there is Mary’s moving 
reaction to God’s offer of grace: 
“My being proclaims the 
greatness of the Lord...For he has 
looked upon his servant in her 
lowliness...God who is mighty 
has done great things for me, ho- 
ly is his name.”’ 

In the episode of the Presenta- 
tion, an aged man named Simeon 
foretells the dramatic destiny of 
her son. And Simeon gives Mary 
this cryptic warning: ““You 
yourself will be pierced with a 
sword” (Luke 2). 

The nature of that sword — 
one involving choice and deci- 
sion — becomes clear in the 
following story about finding 
Jesus in the temple, when he was 
thought lost. Mary chides Jesus 
for subjecting her and Joseph to 
such anguish. Jesus replies: ““Why 
did you search for me? Did you 
not know I had to be in my 
Father’s house?” (Luke 2). 

Gentle as this rejoinder from 
Jesus may have been, it express- 
ed clearly the fact that he had his 


own work to do. His work 
would mean separation from her 
— a prospect to twist any 
mother’s heart. What made the 
sword even sharper was the fact — 
that Mary did not understand, as 
Luke goes on to say: “‘They did 
not grasp what he said to them.” 

Nevertheless, the account con- 
tinues, Mary kept trying to 
understand: “His mother mean- 
while kept all these things in 
memory.” This is the model 
disciple, one who gratefully ac- 
cepts God’s offer — the person 
who listens to God’s word, trusts 
it, follows it. 

Once again in his Gospel, Luke 
reminds readers that here is 
where Mary’s true personal 
greatness lies. We read of a 
woman in a crowd who cried 
Out to Jesus, saying ‘‘Blest is the 
womb that bore you and the 
breasts that nursed you!”’ Rather, 
Jesus responds, ‘‘blest are they 
who hear the word of God and 
keep it” (Luke 11). 

Mary is a model for disciples. 
She heard the word of God and 
kept it.

could have been left behind. 

In some ways, this story 
resembles the story of Jesus who 
got left behind in the temple 
when he was 12. Surely Mary 
and Joseph could not quite im- 
agine how it had happened. 

The biblical story often is told 
to help people imagine how Mary 
must have felt — how any parent 
would feel — in such a situation. 

But the resemblance doesn’t 
stop there. It is found also in the 
fact that everyone’s attention 
now becomes focused on the 
child. 

Where is Jesus? Where is Amy? 
Why? 

In the Bible, Mary, the Lord’s 
mother, tends to fulfill this kind 
of role: She focuses everyone’s 
attention on Jesus. Who is he? 
Where is he? Why? 

This dimension of Mary’s per- 
sonality has been taken quite 
seriously in church history. To 
be the mother of Jesus says 
something about the mother, to 
be sure. But it says something 
about the son as well. 

To say that Mary is the Lord’s 
mother is to reaffirm that his 
human nature is real, that in the 
incarnation God’s Son became a - 
brother to us. 

That is part of the mystery the 
church sees in Mary: that she en- 
courages Christians to come to 
terms with the incarnation and 
why it makes a difference.

“Mary After Vatican il,”’ by 
Carmelite Father Eamon Carroll. 
In this current article, the noted 
theologian, who has written ex- 
tensively on Mary, gives a brief 
history of how interest in Mary 
has fluctuated throughout the 
centuries.

when a government criticizes Irish- 
Americans for taking a political position 
when in the first instance that 
government and everyone before it did 
nothing to give them political 
leadership.”’ 


“YM NOT personally in favor of 
NORAID,”’ said Harte, ‘“‘but I’m not 
here to criticize either. » If NORAID 
money goes to the relatives of imprisoned 
Irishmen, ‘‘Good. But if it buys guns so 
one Irishman can shoot another, then I’m 
totally against it.”’ 


During April, Harte participated in the 
New Ireland Forum, which capped 11 
months of hearings and reports.. It was 
attended by the three main Irish political 
parties (Fine Gael, Fianna Fail and 
Labour) and Northern Ireland’s Social 
Democratic and Labor Party; issued was 
a report listing the options available to 
end the current division of the island. 


The main thrust of the NIF’s final 
report was a call for a ‘‘unitary’’ state that 
would protect the rights and traditions of 
a Catholic majority and a Protestant 
minority in a united Ireland; also 
discussed was a ‘‘federated’’ state as well 
as joint power-sharing in the North by 
both Dublin and London. The Forum is 
binding on neither the British nor 
Northern Ireland’s Unionists, who favor 
maintaining the current links with the 
Crown. 


“‘THE INVITATION to the talks was 
extended to all the constitutional parties 
that have condemned violence,’’ noted 
Harte. ‘“‘That excluded Sinn Fein (the 
political arm of the Provisional Irish 
Republican Army); the government 
rationale is that you can’t talk to people if 
they’re involved in rebellion. The 
Unionists refused to attend.’’ 


The four parties constituting the New 
Ireland Forum represent 70 percent of the 
total electorate in Ireland, both in the 
North and the Republic, and 90 percent 


_ of the Nationalist population .on the _ 


island, excluding only those who have 
voted for Sinn Fein. 


IRISH: ‘Political vacuum’ 


“The Forum. was to identify what Irish 
nationalism is and to try to sort out a 
consensus among the nationalist parties, 
and from there to work out a consensus of 
all Irish parties,’’ said Harte. 


CATHOLIC OR Protestant, 
Nationalist or Unionist, all born in 
Ireland are Irish, says Harte. But 
regardless of what divides them, there are 
concerns that should be held in common 
by all factions in the North: 


e ‘‘To be free of Westminster — even 
the Northern Protestants want that. They 
do not want to be subservient to a British 
parliament, even though they call 
themselves British;’’ 


e “Economic union with Britain. 
Northern Protestants want that, and I 
think that in many ways so does the 
Northern Nationalist;’’ 


e ‘‘People in the North, both Catholic 
and Protestant, -value the free trade 
between Northern Ireland and England, 
Scotland and Wales. There are no 
customs barriers, but if they want to sell 
their goods in the Republic, they have to 
go through customs;”” 


© ‘‘Monetary. equality. Catholic and 
Protestants in the North would prefer to 
be part of the Pound Sterling rather than 
Irish currency.”’ 


‘SIN THE south we have decided that 
we do not want to be governed by the 
English; it is the same with our brothers 
in the North,’’ said Harte. 


His visit to the United States included 
two speaking enagements in San Diego at 
the invitation of James P. Shannon, a 
parishioner at John Church in 
Encinitas, and a national director of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians.

Oberammergau Passion Play at 350: Anti-Jewish?

In 1980 villagers voted to return to a 1750 version of 
the play by Benedictine Father Ferdinand Rosner, which 
had been used until Father Josef Daisenberger wrote a 
new script in 1850. Ms. Fleischner said the Rosner 
version had problems but was less objectionable because it 
-was more symbolic. However, she said, villagers later 
reversed their decision and stayed with Father 
Daisenberger’s version. 


Two scenes — the condemnation of Jesus, with a priest 
leading the crowd in shouting “crucify him,’’ and the 
crucifixion with priests mocking Jesus — were the worst, 
she said. But she said many anti-Jewish stereotypes were 
also conveyed subliminally. 


MS. FLEISCHNER said she was disappointed to find 
the script still contained the line, ‘‘His blood be on us and 
on our children”’ (Matt. 27:25). She said that the fact a 
particular statement was found in the Gospels did not 
automatically justify its use in a passion play if it was 
liable to stir hostility to Jews. 


The Gospels contain ‘‘anti-Jewish elements,”’ 
but these elements should not be used in ways that could 
suggest that the Jews alone are guilty of the death of Jesus 
or that they collectively must endure some divine 

punishment. The Oberammergau play, she said, takes 
ae elements and dramatically magnifies them. 

Objecting also that the play portrayed Pilate in. too 
favorable a light, she said historical scholarship today 
knows Pilate as a brutal and bloodthirsty tyrant, and this 
knowledge should be used in portraying him. 

MS. FLEISCHNER said she could not understand 
approval by Catholic Church officials for the current

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 
Vatican has reiterated that it was not 
responsible for the collapse of Italy’s 
Banco Ambrosiano and has called its 
planned payment of $250 million to the 
bank’s creditors a. ‘‘voluntary 
contribution’? made in a_ spirit of 
‘‘conciliation and collaboration.’’ 


The Vatican bank ‘‘confirms that it has 
no responsibility concerning the collapse 
of the Banco Ambrosiano, in which it 
found itself involuntarily involved,’’ said 
a statement issued by the Vatican press 
office. 


THE STATEMENT came one day 
after the Vatican bank, Italian liquidators 
of Banco Ambrosiano and about 100 of 
Banco Ambrosiano’s foreign creditors 
signed a $406 million overall agreement 
in Geneva, Switzerland, that covers about 
two-thirds of the sum originally sought by 
the creditors. 


According to participants, the Geneva 
agreement precludes any subsequent legal 
action against the Vatican bank by the 
creditors, a group of foreign banks that 


had been seeking a settlement- of $615 
‘million, and by Italian authorities. 


“After objectively evaluating the 
situation in relation to its dealings with 
the Ambrosiano group, the institute 
(Vatican bank) decided to make a 
voluntary contribution in order to 
facilitate a global solution,’’ the Vatican 
statement said. 


IT SAID the payment, made “‘in a 
conciliation and 
collaboration,’’ would help restore good 
international banking relations. 


”? 


‘It is hoped that what has been agreed, 


Vatican says payoff ‘voluntary’ 


with sacrifice, will also suffice to alleviate 
the relative consequences for all those who 


have been injured by the bank’s 
collapse,’’ the statement said. 

-The one-page statement briefly 
reiterated the Vatican’s position 


“regarding its involvement in the 1982 


collapse of Banco Ambrosiano. It said 


- that the ‘‘letters of patronage’’ written in 


1981 by U.S. Archbishop Paul C. 
Marcinkus, Vatican bank president, did 
not help cause the Banco Ambrosiano 
failure, and that the Vatican bank was not 
responsible for several ‘‘dummy 
companies’’ it technically owned and 
whose debts caused Banco Ambrosiano’s 
collapse. 


UNDER A secret plan carried out for 
several years by Roberto Calvi, Banco 
Ambrosiano president, dummy 
companies were established outside Italy. 
Their role was. to buy stock shares for 
Calvi in Banco Ambrosiano with money 
lent to them by Banco Ambrosiano’s 
foreign subsidiaries. The subsidiaries 
were in turn getting the money through 
loans from international banks. 

When Calvi needed to provide further 
assurances that the dummy companies 
could repay the loans, he obtained the 
letters of patronage from the Vatican 
bank, which was a minor shareholder in 
Banco Ambrosiano. In 1982, the dummy 
companies’ debts totaling $1.2 billion 
dollars were discovered. They could not 
be repaid, forcing the bankruptcy and the 
takeover of Banco Ambrosiano by the 
Bank of Italy. 


In June 1982, Calvi’s body was 
discovered hanging under a bridge in 
London. A British court could not

determine whether his death was murder 
or suicide. 


THE BANK of Italy decided to honor 
Banco Ambrosiano’s debts, but not those 
of its subsidiaries. Italian officials 
pressured the Vatican to repay some of 
the dummy companies’ debts, but the 
Vatican said it was not responsible for 
them — even though it admitted being 
the legal owner of 12 of the dummy 
companies. 


The agreement in Geneva followed 
threats by Banco Ambrosiano creditors to 
take the Vatican bank to court. 


THE VATICAN statement May 26 
said that the Vatican bank had no 
responsibility for the debts because it had 
never managed the dummy companies 
and because the loans had been made 
before letters of patronage were written. 


“In fact, it has been verified that the 
foreign companies for which the Institute 
for Religious Works released the so-called 
letters of patronage in September 1981 
were neither before or afterward managed 
by the institute,’’ it said. 


The Institute for Religious Works is the 
formal name of the Vatican bank.

FOR INSTANCE, a proposal to create a new diocese 
in Geneva, which is estimated to be 53 percent Catholic, 
has been blocked by the Reformed Church. 

Catholic-Protestant confrontations were at their highest 
point in 16th-century Switzerland, when some of the most 
important events of the Reformation occurred. 


In Zurich in 1519, Ulrich Zwingli wrote a series of 
essays on the New Testament which said that the Gospels 
alone are the basis for religious truth. This went against 
Catholic teaching that religious truth comes from 


Scripture and Tradition. 


SWISS PROTESTANTS this year are celebrating the 


500th anniversary of Zwingli’s birth. 


In 1536, John Calvin, a French theologian living in 
Geneva, published the Institutes of the Christian Religion, 
which became the classic textbook of Reformed Church 


theology. 


Swiss Catholicism has experienced tremors in the 


modern era as well. 


IN 1874, more than three centuries after the 
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Reformation began, a group of Swiss Catholics was an 
important segment of a breakaway church now called the 
Old Catholics. The Old Catholics rejected Vatican I’s 
teachings on papal infallibility and the primacy of the

Noticias 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Los ex-Guardias Nacionales 
salvadorefios que fueron encontrados culpables del 
asesinato de cuatro religiosas norteamericanas en El 
Salvador en 1980, actuaron solos, pero oficiales 
superiores ocultaron la relacién de los asesinatos con los 
militares, de acuerdo con un informe del Juez 
norteamericano Harold Tyler, Jr. 


El informe fue hecho ptiblico después de que los ex- 
Guardias fueron convictos de los crimenes el 24 de mayo. 
El Departamento de Estado dijo que una publicacidn_ 
previa del informe podria haber perjudicado el juicio. 


El informe que fue completado el pasado dos de 
diciembre, detalla los resultados de una amplia 
investigaci6n a cargo de Tyler y dos asistentes, 
exdctamente tres afios después del asesinato de las 
religiosas. Las mujeres asesinados fueron las hermanas de 
Maryknoll Ita Ford y Maura Clarke, la hermana 
Ursulina Dorothy Kazel y la voluntaria laica Jean 
Donovan. 


Su vagoneta incendiada fue encontrada abandonada en 
el sector rural, después que no regresaron del aeropuerto 
de San Salvador. La hermana Kazel y Jean Donovan 
fueron a recoger a dos hermanas de Maryknoll, que 
estaban regresando de una reunidn de religiosas en 
Nicaragua. Los caddveres de las religiosas fueron 
descubiertos en una tumba superficial.

santos, puede manifestarnos a Dios, es porque Dios, en 
Cristo se hizo carne de nuestra carne y sangre de nuestra 
sangre. Y esa carne y esa sangre nuestras, Dios las tomé 
de las entranas de Maria. 


A causa de esto, Maria tiene un lugar especial en el 
esquema de la salvacién humana, lugar que la Iglesia le 
ha reconocido no solo en sus credos y definiciones 
conciliares, sino en su devocidn, interpretando las 
palabras de Cristo en la cruz en el sentido de que ella es 
nuestra madre, y ddndole un lugar muy especialmente en 
su liturgia, tanto en Oriente como en Occidente. Y 
cuando digo ‘‘la Iglesia,’’ no quiero decir solamente los 
papas, los obispos y los tedlogos. El pueblo sencillo no solo 
acogié esta devocidn con entusiasmo amoroso, sino que la 
impulsé y ensanchdé, ya que muchos aspectos de la 
devocién mariana surgieron del seno del pueblo, y solo 
poco y poco fueron recibiendo reconicimiento oficial por 
parte de la jerarquia. 


La Iglesia de Hispanoamérica — jerarquia y pueblo — 
no se ha quedado corta en este amor general a la madre de 
Cristo y nuestra. Desde que — en los albores de nuestra 
evangelizacién — el milagro de Guadalupe mostréd que 


- Maria no queria quedarse al margen de la conquista 


espiritual de estos nuevos pueblos para el Reino de su 
Hijo, sino que quiso mostrarse a los indios, no como reina 
castellana, sino como una del pueblo oprimido, la imagen 
de la Madre de Dios ha sido para nosotros la gloria de 
nuestros pueblos, la consoladora de nuestras lagrimas y la 
corona de nuestras alegrias. 


AL LLEGAR la hora de la independencia, Maria fue 
la madre de las nuevas patrias. La primera voz de 
independencia en hispanoamérica, el “‘Grito de Dolores”’ 
de 1810, comenzé con un ‘“‘Viva la Virgen de 
Guadalupe.’’ En el estandarte guadalupano de la 
parroquia de Dolores, conservado todavia en el castillo de 
Chapultepec, fue la primera bandera independiente que 
floté en la América Hispana. 


En la Argentina también, el ejército libertador que 
luego pasé a Chile y se unié en el Pert con el de Bolivar 
estableciendo la independencia de todo el continente, fue 
consagrado por sus lideres a la Virgen Santisima. 


En nuestros dias, al llegar la hora de la emigracién, la 
imagen de Maria — la Guadalupana, la Altagracia, la 
Caridad del Cobre, la Providencia, la Monserrate, 
Lujan, Chiquinquird — nos presenta en tierras lejanas un 
lazo que nos une con las patrias lejanas, porque la Virgen 
Patrona, que canta en nosotros el amor de Dios y el amor 
a la patria, no se limita a la tierra donde se alza ‘su 
santuario. Ella, que esta en el cielo, oye nuestra voz 
dondequiera que la invoquemos, pero su nombre nos 
parece més dulce si la invocamos por el titulo de ese 
‘santuario lejano, bajo cuya sombra descansan nuestros 
abuelos y, al cual, en tiempos mejores, tantas veces 
fuimos en peregrinacién para pedir ayuda en las angustias 
o para dar gracias por favores recibidos. ; 

PERO, NO seria fiel a la verdad si dejara que este 
articulo se convirtiera en puro panegirico. Porque juntos 
a las bellezas de esta devocién mariana, se dan sombras en 
el cuadro. La ignorancia religiosa hace que muchos 
identifiquen cada imagen y advocaci6n de la Virgen como 
si fuera una persona distinta. A veces surgen rivalidades 
que serian chistosas si no fueran tan tristes — los devotos 
de la Virgen de Tal contra los de la Virgen de Cual; “‘la 
Virgen de mi pais es mds buena o. mds milagrosa que la 
del tuyo.”’ 


Ya en los dias de la independencia los espanioles alzaron 
la bandera de la Virgen de los Remedios contra el 
estandarte guadalupano de los insurgentes y llamaban a la 
Virgen de Guadalupe “‘la ccriolla,’’ mientras los 
mexicanos llamaban a la de los Remedios. “‘la 
gachupina.”’ Hace falta que nuestro pueblo sencillo dé. 
cuenta que no hay “‘muchas Virgenes,”’ sino una sola, 
Maria, la madre de Cristo y que todo lo demas son 


advocaciones, adjetivos, retratos distintos de la misma 
madre de todos. 


Esta confusién entre las imagenes y la realidad empeora 
més atin cuando se convierte en idolatria, identificando 
las imagenes de Marfa con dioses y diosas de religiones 
no-cristianas. Marfa es, como dijo a Juan Diego en 
Guadalupe, ‘‘la madre del tinico verdadero Dios,”’ y es 
cosa triste ver su imagen confundida con dioses falsos 
como Oblatald y Ochiin. 


PERO MAS doloroso atin es ver como muchos 
cristianos no la confunden con otros dioses falsos, sino 
que la convierten a ella misma en diosa, pidiéndole, no 
que ruegue a Cristo por nosotros, sino que nos conceda 
favor ella misma y poniéndola en el centro de su religion, 
como si fuera mds importante y poderosa que su Hijo. 


Solo Dios es Dios. Maria, madre de Dios, es una 
criatura humana, hermana nuestra, redimida como 
nosotros por la sangre de Cristo. Ella, que se describié a si 
misma como ‘‘esclava del Sefior,’’ se horroriza en el cielo 
al verse tratada como si fuera igual o mayor que él. Pero 
la conciencia de estos abusos no nos debe llevar al extremo 
opuesto de despreciar y condenar la devocién a Maria 
como cosa supersticiosa e idolatrica. Porque si Maria se 
llama a si misma ‘‘la esclava del Sefior,’’ Dios, mas bien 
la llama ‘‘bendita entre todas las mujeres,’’ y quiere que 
todas las generaciones la llamen bienaventurada. 


Aquellas personas e iglesias cuyo celo por el honor de — 
Cristo les ha llevado a despreciar y denigrar — 0 al menos 
a ignorar — a su bendita Madre han acabado cayendo en 
una situacién peor atin que la que deseaban evitar. 
Porque a su religién le falta la dulzura maternal, y su Dios 
acaba pareciéndose a un juez inflexible y duro, un Dios 
‘que noitiene madre,’’ o convirtiéndose en un Dios tan 
‘‘espiritual’’ que llega a ser un puro producto de nuestras 
mentes, sin concretiz ni objectividad. El desprecio a la 
devocién mariana hace que ambos grupos — 
fundamentalistas y ultra-liberales — pierdan de vista la 


imagen: evangélica del Dios omnipotente e 


incomprensible, hecho carne en los brazos de una mujer. 


ESTA IMAGEN es la que no hemos perdido los 
catdlicos hispanos. Tal vez la hayamos torcido, o hayamos 
puesto demasiado énfasis en la Madre a expensas del 
Hijo. Pero, al conservarla con todas las fallas que admito 
y critico, hemos conservado un énfasis central en el 
Evangelio y que, si abandonamos esta imagen, estamos 
en serio peligro de perder. Tanto en Belén como en el 
Calvario, Maria aparece para recordarnos que el Senor 
no es solo Hijo de Dios, sino también hijo de una de 
nosotros; es hermano nuestro. 


La presencia de Maria al lado de su hijo en nuestra fe y 
en nuestra devocién nos ofrece un consuelo maternal al 
lado de la gracia divina.y del ejemplo varonil de Jesus. 
Ella es la madre de los oprimidos porque también supo lo 
que era la opresién. Ella, afligida al pie de la Cruz, es 
nuestro consuelo cuando nos agobian esos dolores que no 
tienen remedio: la muerte o el abandono de un ser 
querido, la enfermedad o la angustia mortal. 


Pero Maria es también la defensora de los derechos 
pisoteados, la madre que pide a Dios misericordia por sus 
hijos extraviados, pero también justicia por sus hijos 
explotados y torturados y que proclama, llena del Espiritu 
Santo, ese canto subversivo que la Iglesia ha contado cada 
atardecer por 20 siglos: ‘‘Dios hizo alarde del poder de su 
brazo-y dispersé la vanidad de los corazones soberbios; 
derribidé a los poderosos de sus trongos y encumbro a los 
pobres; alos hambrientos los llené de bienes y a los ricos 
despidis vacios.”’ 

No despreciemos pues, la devocidn de nuestro pueblo a 
la madre de Dios. Es verdad que la ignorancia la expone a 
abusos, a falso énfasis, a supersticiones y sincretismos. 
Pero su pérdida nos traeria peores males. Asi pues, no la 
disminuyamos, sino mas bien purifiquémosla y 
mejorémosla.

‘Archbishop Hannan said the artworks 
chosen for the exhibition express the 
mission of the Church as outlined by Pope 
John Paul II in his encyclical Redeemer of 
Mankind. 


‘““‘WE WISHED to have works that 
interpreted the feelings of mankind 
toward redemption through the ages,”’ 
said the archbishop, who approved every 
piece of art that is included in the 
exhibition. 


“The art speaks not only to one age — 
they are artistic expressions of the faith by 
artists through the centuries,’’ he said. 


Preview ceremonies May 6 were 
attended by Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic pronuncio to the United States; 
Walter Persegati, secretary and treasurer 
of the Vatican museums; local bishops 
and other dignitaries. 


ARCHBISHOP LAGHI, who blessed 
the pavilion, said “‘the. theme gives us 
resurrection and redemption and the 
pavilion artworks develop that theme very 
well.” 


Although he has seen some of the pieces 
displayed in their usual setting at the 


Vatican, Archbishop Laghi said many of — 


the works have become unique because of 
the way they have been singled out in the 
exhibition. 


Included in the Vatican exhibit are 
three paintings by -El Greco; 
Caravaggio’s The Deposition, completed 
in 1604; a casket for a reliquary of the 
true cross dating from the early 800s; a 
late third-century sculpture of the Good 
Shepherd, and a 1724 tapestry made from 
a drawing by Raphael. The tapestry had 
hung in the Sistine Chapel for more than 
100 years. 


EXPOSITION officials had hoped a 


Michelangelo statue of Christ carrying 


the cross would be part of the display, but 
the Italian government May 2 refused to 
allow the state-owned statue to leave 


Italy. 


‘Dominican Father Val McInnes, 


‘director of the Vatican Pavilion, said ‘‘the 
/ impact of the great works of art is 


incalculable. Each is a kind of prism 
through which we glimpse something of 
the religious faith, politics and artistry of 
the era which witnessed their birth.’’ 


In addition to the art collection, the 
pavilion includes a gallery which features 
a scientific study of the Shroud of Turin, 
a photographic display of Pope John Paul 
II’s travels and an exhibit of Louisiana 
religious art. 


THE PAVILION itself is a one-story 
structure set around an open area with a 
small reflecting pool. Its dramatic vertical 
feature is a circular exhibit gallery rising 


to 50 feet and surmounted by a sculptured 


dome bearing a ‘cross. The 
16,000-square-foot building contains six 
galleries.
